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AFFIDAVIT OF FELIX SAHLIN 
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FELIX J. SAHLIN being first duly sworn, deposes and says: 



I am the attorney for the Applicant in this case and make this affidavit in support of my Petition 
to revive of Application No, 09/982,049 on the grounds that it was unavoidably abandoned under 
37CFR 1.137(a). The application was deemed abandoned for failure to timely respond to an 
Office Action dated 26 August 2003. I never received the Office Action, in spite of the fact that I 
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had directly notified the Examiner of the application, Robert Swiatek of my new business address 
via facsimile on August 14, 2002, more than one year prior to the date of the Office Action. The 
Office of Enrollment and Discipline had also been notified of my new business address by letter 
more than seven months prior to the date of the Office Action. 
2. At the time of filing of the application in question, my business address was 1 822 Goodrich 
Avenue, St. Paul, Minnesota 55105. This was also the address registered with Patent and 
Trademark Office. The Declaration and Power of Attorney in this application signed February 19, 
2002 specifically appoints me as attorney in this application. The Declaration and Power of 
Attorney clearly lists my name and business address. A copy of the Declaration attached as 
Exhibit 1. 

3 I moved to my current business address: 1480 Mississippi River Boulevard South, St. Paul, 
Minnesota 55 1 1 6-1 853 on or about July 1 , 2002. 

4 On August 14, 2002, between 12:00 and 1 :30PM CDT, I received a telephone call from the 
Examiner in this application, Robert Swiatech. Mr. Swiatech called to discuss issuance of a 
restriction to the claims filed and mentioned that due to its subject matter, the application might be 
transferred to a different Examining Group. We discussed the restriction in general terms. I 
specifically recall Mr. Swiatech stating that he ' would be issuing an office .action regarding the 
restriction. I informed him that I had changed addresses. He requested my new address which I 
believe that I relayed over the phone. He gave me his group's fax number so that I could fax a 
letter with my new address for inclusion in the application's file. 
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5. After my telephone conversation with Mr. Swiatek, I immediately, (w0EfS(^®fiiB0J?P^red a 
letter addressed to him containing my new business address and faxed it to the number assigned to 
his Examining Group. Copies of my letter dated August 14 5 2002 and the corresponding fax cover 
sheet are attached hereto as Exhibits 2 and 3. This met my notification obligation under MPEP§§ 
402 and 601.03 (Change of Correspondence Address). 

6. On or about January 13, 2003, I mailed a letter to the Office of Enrollment and Discipline to 
update my business address. A copy of the January 13, 2003 letter to the OED is attached hereto 
as Exhibit 4. 

7. The notice of address change was transmitted directly to the Mr Swaitek more than one year prior 
to his August 24, 2003 Office Action. My address change letter to the OED was sent more than 
seven months prior to the Office Action in question. 

8. Since I had not received any correspondence in the application from the PTO since receipt of a 
Notice of Updated Filing dated March 28, 2003, I sent a Status Inquiry Letter to Mr. Swiatek on 
January 26, 2004. A copy of this letter is attached hereto as Exhibit 5. The only piece of 
correspondence which I received in this application was the Notice of Abandonment dated 
03/34/2004. 

9. I received the Notice on May 3, 2004. The Cover sheet was addressed to the inventor Richard L. 
Lahn at my business address. A copy of the Cover Sheet is attached hereto as Exhibit 6. This 
correspondence had apparently been returned to the PTO and remailed on April 28, 2004. 
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10. 1 telephoned Mr. Swaitek directly on May 7, 2004 to verify whether my Notice of Change of 
Correspondence Address had been received, whether he had ever received my Status Inquiry 
Letter and whether there was any record of any previous correspondence being returned to the 
PTO. Mr. Swiatek stated that the document records for the application stated that a Notice of 
Change of Correspondence Address had in fact been received by the PTO and was logged into the 
computer record on August 18, 2002. He further stated that no less than five letters Restarting the 
Period to Respond had been sent out starting in September of 2002 following an Office letter in 
August 2002 containing the Restriction Requirement. He further stated that he had not received a 
copy of my Status Inquiry dated January 26, 2004. I specifically requested that he send me a copy 
of the Restriction Requirement so that I could review it and prepare a response. 

11. Until the receipt of the Notice of Abandonment on May 3, 2004, I had not received any 
correspondence from the PTO regarding this application. To the best of my kno wedge my client 
Richard H. Lahn has never received any correspondence from the PTO either. 

12. Obviously I could not respond in a timely manner to Office Actions and correspondence which I 
did not receive. I suspect based on the Cover sheet received with the Notice of Abandonment that 
the August 26, 2003 Office Action was identically addressed and was returned to the PTO. I do 
not know how this occurred as I am clearly listed as the attorney for the applicant in his 
Declaration and Power of Attorney, the Examiner was directly notified in writing of my new 
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business address more than one year before the Office Action was issued, and in light of my 
Status Inquiry of January 26, 2004. 
13. Based on the above facts any failure to respond in a timely manner to the Office Action of 26 
August 2003 was unavoidable. I request that Application Number 09/982,049 be revived and that 
I receive a copy of the Office Action so that I may have the opportunity to respond.
